Two storeys 
too high? 


Zoning issue. Residents 
concerned developer is 
planning big changes 
for neighbourhood 


A group of residents in Halifax’s 
West End are preparing to fight 
a proposed development at the 
comer of Bayers Road and Ox¬ 
ford Street. 

W.M. Fares Group is propos¬ 
ing a five-storey development 
on three parcels of land long oc¬ 
cupied by an abandoned service 
station. The proposed develop¬ 
ment would be mixed-use, in¬ 
cluding retail, 27 rental hous¬ 
ing units and underground 
parking. 

The land is currently zoned 
C-2A, allowing minor com¬ 
mercial developments with 
a height limit of 35 feet and 
no setback requirements. The 
Fares Group is requesting a site- 
specific agreement with the 
municipality to move ahead 
with its plans. 

But residents are concerned 
the development agreement 
could lead to the “demolition 
and redevelopment” of the 
mostly residential block bor¬ 
dered by Connolly and Oxford 
on one side and Young and Bay¬ 
ers Road on the other. 

“Should the city approve

this request it will set the pre¬ 
cedent that could allow approv¬ 
al of five-storey developments 
in all the adjacent and connect¬ 
ed C-2 Zoned properties,” wrote 
area resident Peter White in an 
email to Metro. 

“The citizens are ... simply 
asking city staff and council to 
enforce the current zoning.” 

White said the residents are 
happy with the current three- 
storey limit. 

Connaught-Quinpool Coun. 
Jennifer Watts said she has 
heard some concerns about the 
development. But the council¬ 
lor said encouraging residen¬ 
tial density on the peninsula 
should also be considered. 

“Part of what I’m hearing is 
that we don’t want more traf¬ 
fic in that area, but the bigger 
picture (is) if we don’t build up 
density actually on the penin¬ 
sula ... it just might mean there 
will be more and more people 
living off the peninsula and 
driving in.”

Rimple Dhunna, owner of 
local Indian restaurant Tan- 
doori Flame, had planned to 
accompany his offerings inside 
the food tent with a barbecue 
outside Saturday. But the heavy 
rain meant he didn’t even sell 
enough to cover the cost of pay¬ 
ing people to operate it. 

But barbecue or no barbe¬ 
cue, he said, the festival offered 
a chance for him to educate 
people about Indian cuisine 
and its preparation. 

“When people are not fam¬ 
iliar with the culture, they can 


eat food and ask a lot of ques¬ 
tions about it — how it’s made, 
what spices are used. So, it’s a 
good experience,” he said, add¬ 
ing that he had his own cul¬ 
tural experience at the festival 


after trying Ethiopian food for 
the first time. 

Fatemah Mahjoob, who 
emigrated from Tehran to 
Halifax in 2008, said she wel¬ 
comes the opportunity every 


year to spread the word about 
her imported Iranian goods, 
like hand-crafted Persian rugs 
and her homemade saffron 
and lemon drinks and sour 
barberry jam - flavours unique 


and exotic to the many Nova 
Scotians willing to give them 
a shot. 

“They accept everybody 
here. They love to learn about 
different cultures,” she said.

Paving costs District 3 $581K 


Crime. Man pulled from 
car, robbed, beaten 


A number of municipal pav¬ 
ing projects for District 3 have 
come in at almost $581,000. 

The projects are cost shared 
between the provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation and 
Infrastructure Renewal and 
the municipality under the Aid 
to Municipality Program. The 
program asks HRM to identify 
gravel roads in need of an up¬ 
grade to asphalt. 

“Each year HRM submits a 
prioritized list of gravel roads 
outside the core area to NSTIR 
for consideration,” reads a re¬ 


port coming before council on 
Tuesday. 

“These roads are owned and 
maintained by the province; 
however, HRM facilitates the 
priority rating process and the 
recovery of the local improve¬ 
ment charges.” 

The bulk of the roads ap¬ 
proved by council in August 
2011, 12 of 14, are in the 
Preston-Lawrencetown-Chez- 
zetcook area. Residents whose 
property abuts the newly paved 
streets will be paying over $23 
per foot so HRM can reclaim the

Police say a man had a gun 
pointed at him while being 
beaten and robbed after a group 
of masked men pulled him out 
of his vehicle early Sunday mor¬ 
ning in south-end Halifax. 

Halifax Regional Police say 
the 24-year-old victim called 
police from hospital about 
two hours after the incident at 
roughly 2:45 a.m. 

The victim told police he 
was driving in the area of Tow¬ 
er Road and Point Pleasant Park 
Drive when a vehicle pulled in 


front of him and four men got 
out and surrounded his car. 
They then demanded that he 
get out and after being pushed 
to the ground and having a 
gun pointed at him, police say 
he was kicked, punched and 
robbed of money. 

The four suspects, described 
as black men between the ages 
of 20 and 30, all of whom had 
their faces covered with masks, 
then fled in a larger-model 
white vehicle, police say.

The second of two men want¬ 
ed on a parole warrant and 
considered armed and dan¬ 
gerous has been taken into 
custody.

Fisherman’s friend. Inventor 
builds a better lobster trap 


Lobster is Canada’s most valu¬ 
able seafood export, but for 
fishermen working at one of 
Atlantic Canada’s 45 lobster 
fisheries the trips to and from 
shore are costly. 

Lobster fishermen spend 
up to $700 in fuel per trip, 
which means checking traps 
daily can cost almost $5,000 a 
week. But checking traps daily 
doesn’t guarantee a lobster. 

Thanks to a local inventor, 
this summer’s lobster season 
just got a little bit cheaper for 
fishermen near Meteghan, N.S. 

The Bait Savour is the latest 


from inventor Vince Stuart 
and Dalhousie University’s 
Innovation and Design Lab — 
also known as iDLab — and al¬ 
lows fishermen to extend the 
amount of time they can leave 
their traps unattended but still 
baited. 

It’s a small container that 
fits into a lobster trap. Inside 
it, there is a second piece of 
bait that is only released into 
the trap after a fuse, specially 
designed to biodegrade in 
water, breaks down complete¬ 
ly.

3,000 coyotes killed 
underbounty 
program: Province 

The Nova Scotia government 
says licensed trappers killed 
more than 3,000 coyotes 
between last October and 
March as part of a provincial 
bounty program. 

The Natural Resources 
Department launched the 
controversial program in 
April 2010, offering trappers 
$20 for each coyote pelt. The 
move came in response to 
fears that the animals were 


becoming more aggressive 
toward people. 

The government says 
it paid out $66,800 for the 
3,340 pelts it received in the 
most recent trapping season, 
which ran from Oct. 15, 2011, 
until March 31 of this year. 

It says 403 licensed trappers 
took part in the program, up 
from 366 the season before. 

In October 2009, a young 
Toronto woman was fatally 
mauled by coyotes while hik¬ 
ing in Cape Breton Highlands 
National Park. Taylor Mitch¬ 
ell’s death marked the first 
recorded fatal coyote attack 
in Nova Scotia.

Transition to civilian 
life Support group 
is getting a steady 
stream of calls from 
serving members 
beset with mental and 
physical illnesses 


Some military members who 
are about to be forced out of 
the services for medical reasons 
are increasingly concerned 
about their futures outside the 
Forces, says the head of a group 
that helps veterans across the 
country. 

Jim Lowther of Veterans 
Emergency Transition Services 
said he’s getting a steady stream 


of calls from serving members 
seeking help for everything 
from finding a doctor and a 
job to navigating complicated 
paperwork and dealing with 
post-traumatic stress disorder. 

It’s a phenomenon Lowther 
suspects will only get worse as 
the dust settles from Canada’s 
10-year involvement in Afghan¬ 
istan and troops continue to be 
medically released. 

“We see a lot of guys and 
girls who have done multiple, 
multiple tours and who are 


now being forced out of the 
military because of mental or 
physical illnesses,” he said from 
his home in Halifax. 

“Almost everyone wants to 
stay in. They’re terrified of get¬ 
ting out. They love it. It’s their 
family.... They’re having a hard 
time coping and knowing that 
they’re not going to be able to 
support their families as well.” 

Lowther said volunteers in 
the organization’s offices in 
every province are responding 
to regular calls from person¬ 


nel looking for guidance as 
they prepare to transition out 
of the military because they 
can’t meet certain standards 
required to stay in. 

Under the Universality of 
Service policy, members must 
be physically fit, employable 
and deployable for operation¬ 
al duties. If not, they can be 
medically released like the 
hundreds who were let go 
years after the military began 
its involvement in the Afghan 
conflict. 

Documents from the De¬ 
partment of National Defence 
show that almost 12,000 Forces 
personnel were medically 
released from 2001 to 2011. 
Those releases rose sharply to a 
high of 1,338 in 2006 and 1,252 
in 2009 from 614 in 2001.

Anxiety runs high for Labrador fire evacuees 


Labrador RCMP say anxiety is 
high among residents evacu¬ 
ated Saturday night due to the 
threat of a raging forest fire. 

RCMP media liaison Cpl. 
Rick Mills said roughly 1,800 
people in North West River 
and Sheshatshiu were evacu¬ 
ated to Happy Valley-Goose 
Bay. 

He said about 80 people 
chose not to evacuate North 


West River and more than 50 
chose not to leave Sheshat¬ 
shiu. The fire is burning 
roughly 35 kilometres from 
the towns. 

Although there have been 
similar fires before, some 
much closer to the towns, 
Mills said there’s a lot of anx¬ 
iety and fear among displaced 
residents. 

The department of nat¬ 


ural resources is on hand to 
fight the fire, but Mills said 
the speed at which the fire is 
burning is concerning. 

“We’re sort of at the whim 
of mother nature right now,” 
he said. “When you evacuate 
two whole communities it’s a 
concern for eveiybody.” 

He said weather conditions 
aren’t favourable and rain 
isn’t expected until Thursday 


at the earliest. 

Two water bombers are 
en route from Quebec to join 
three others in firefighting ef¬ 
forts. 

There have been several 
forest fires in the area during 
the past month, and the one 
near North West River has 
been burning out of control 
for nearly a week.

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Father found guilty 
of manslaughter in 
daughter’s death 


Seven-week-old. 

Baby’s mother receives 
six months probation 
for failing to provide 
the necessities of life 


A judge convicted a Halifax 
man Friday in the death of 
his baby daughter, finding the 
new father slapped, shook and 
tossed her after becoming frus¬ 
trated by a series of business 
failures and the cries of his 
child. 

Nova Scotia Supreme Court 
Judge Felix Cacchione found 
Ashiqur Rahman guilty of 
manslaughter and aggravated 
assault, and described him as 
a manipulative, domineering 
man who controlled much of 
what happened in his home. 

Cacchione said Rahman, 
who’s in his late 20s, had little 
interest in his new baby and 
was solely focused on starting 
an online business in Canada 



after moving here from Ban¬ 
gladesh. 

“The evidence satisfies me 
that Mr. Rahman had no bond 
with his daughter,” Cacchione 
said in his ruling that took two- 
and-a-half hours to read. 

“His focus was on his busi¬ 
ness, himself and nothing 
else.” 

Rahman, wearing a black 
T-shirt emblazoned with an 
Ashiqur Industries logo, sat 
quietly during the lengthy 
proceeding, but appeared 
surprised when the judge re¬ 
manded him into custody and

was frustrated by the de¬ 
mands of a young infant 
and the crying of a young 
infant, particularly.” 

Crown attorney Denise Smith 

said, “I didn’t do anything” as 
he was led away by justice of¬ 
ficials. 

A sentencing hearing was 
scheduled for Aug. 7. 

Rahman had pleaded not 
guilty to both charges in the 
death of seven-week-old Aurora 
Breakthrough in July 2009. 

The prosecution argued 
that the case hinged on Rah¬ 
man’s credibility versus that of 
the baby’s mother, Jane Gomes, 
who testified she saw her ex¬ 
boyfriend slap and shake the 
newborn in the weeks before

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Colorado fires 
demolish homes, 
threaten tourism 


Eight wildfires 
burning. Half the 
U.S. firefighting fleet 
is battling blazes in 
Colorado, says the 
state's governor 


Wildfires moved in on some 
of Colorado’s most popular 
summer tourist destina¬ 
tions over the weekend, de¬ 
molishing nearly two dozen 
homes near Rocky Mountain 
National Park and emptying 
hotels and campgrounds. 

A wildfire near Colorado 
Springs erupted and grew 
out of control to more than 
eight square kilometres ear¬ 
ly Sunday, prompting the 
evacuations of more than 
11,000 residents and an un¬ 
known number of tourists. 
And on Saturday, a blaze de¬ 
stroyed 21 structures near 
the mountain community 


of Estes Park, where many 
visitors stay while visiting 
the national park. 

Half the nation’s fire¬ 
fighting fleet is now bat¬ 
tling fires in Colorado, said 
Colorado Gov. John Hiclc- 
enlooper. He said military 
support in the form of C-130 
military transport planes 
from Peterson Air Force 
Base in Colorado Springs 
would begin assisting on 
Monday. 

With eight wildfires 
burning, including a fire 
that has scorched more 
than 305 square kilometres 
and destroyed at least 191 
homes near Fort Collins, 
Colorado is having its worst 
wildfire season in a decade. 

“People recognize this is 
going to take a big push” to 
extinguish, Hiclcenlooper 
said Sunday from a Colo¬ 
rado Springs grocery store, 
where volunteers were pass¬ 
ing out burritos, sandwiches 
and drinks to 350 firefight-

ers. 

All of this came just a 
week before Independence 
Day on July 4, a key time for 
family vacations to national 
parks and other destina¬ 
tions. A statewide ban on 
open campfires and private 
fireworks has been in place 
for more than a week. Sum¬ 
mer travellers have seen 
some of their favourite sites 
closed, obscured by smoke. 

Families planning white- 
water rafting trips were 
instead passing out bottled 
water and setting up cots in 
evacuee centres.

Israeli activists 
arrested after 
alleged clashes 
with police 

Israeli police say 85 
protesters were arrested 
after clashing with of¬ 
ficers and vandalizing 
banks in Tel Aviv. 

The demonstrators 


had gathered Saturday night 
to protest the arrest of 12 
social activists a day earlier. 
Some blocked main roads 
and scuffled with police. 

Police say others shat¬ 
tered windows on five 
banks. Media reported 
that in one case, protesters 
charged inside a bank and 
planted a tent, the symbol 
of social protests that swept 
the country last summer. 

Police spokesman Micky 


Rosenfeld says police made 
the arrests to prevent loot¬ 
ing. He estimated there 
were 1,500 demonstrators in 
the protests, though media 
reports gave a number four 
times higher. 

Activist leader Daphni 
Leef accused police of brutal¬ 
ity, saying officers bruised 
and humiliated her when 
they detained her Friday. 

She was released on bail.

Delay ouster of 
illegal West Bank 
settlers: Israel 

The Israeli government 
has asked the Supreme 
Court to delay the 
dismantling of an illegal 
Jewish settlement enclave 
in the West Bank for 
seven months. 


The government had 
pledged to evict the two 
dozen families living in 
the Givat Assaf settlement 
outpost by July 1. 

The outpost was built 
without official authoriza¬ 
tion and was constructed on 
privately held Palestinian 
land. Israel considers this 
illegal, even as it approves 
construction on other cap¬ 
tured territory. 

In its petition to the 


court, the government says 
it has “significant new infor¬ 
mation” about Givat Assaf 
that requires exploring. It 
did not elaborate. 

But the Maariv news¬ 
paper reported Sunday that 
the military has discovered 
old documents that contra¬ 
dict Palestinian claims to 
owning the land. The Pales¬ 
tinians want all of the West 
Bank for their future state.

Reaching out to 
Quebecers. Harper 
is polling at around 
15 per cent approval 
in La Belle Province 


Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er’s Quebec lieutenant says the 
Conservatives are prepared to 
work with whoever is in power 
in the province — including 
the sovereigntist Parti Quebe- 
cois. 

Industry Minister Christian 
Paradis says the Harper govern¬ 
ment and Quebec have com¬ 
mon interests and would find 
common ground if the PQwon 
the next provincial election. 

The PM’s chilled relation¬ 


ship with Quebec has been 
under increased scrutiny since 
The Canadian Press revealed 
his recent secret meetings in 
Montreal with former prime 
minister Brian Mulroney and 
Liberal Premier Jean Charest. 

Harper went to them for ad¬ 
vice on the national unity issue 
— which some fear could rise 
again if the Parti Quebecois un¬ 
seat Charest’s unpopular Liber¬ 
als. 

Harper and Paradis were at 
a celebration near Quebec City 
Sunday for the province’s an¬ 
nual Fete nationale. 

The Conservatives are try¬ 
ing to revive flagging Tory for¬ 
tunes in Quebec, where the 
party won just five of 75 federal 
seats in the last election. 

Charest confirmed to repor¬ 


ters that he had met Harper re¬ 
cently, but wouldn’t say what 
about. 

He said Quebecers would 
have a chance to give feedback 
on the Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s performance when 
they vote in the next federal 
election. 

NDP Leader Thomas Mul- 
cair called the meeting with 
Mulroney another sign that 
Harper is out of touch with 
Quebecers — and hasn’t made 
efforts to reach out like his 
party has. 

PQ Leader Pauline Marois 
said Harper should be con¬ 
cerned because Quebecers are 
fed up with a federal govern¬ 
ment she says doesn’t repre¬ 
sent their interests.

East Coast sea 
levels rising rapidly 

Sea levels are rising much 
faster along the U.S. East 
Coast than they are around 
the globe, putting one of the 
world’s most costly coasts in 
danger of flooding, govern¬ 
ment researchers report. 

U.S. Geological Survey 
scientists call the 965-kilo¬ 
metre swath a “hot spot” for 
climbing sea levels caused 
by global warming. Along 
the region, the Atlantic 
Ocean has been rising at an 
annual rate three to four 
times faster than the global 
average since 1990, accord¬ 
ing to the study published 
Sunday in the journal Nature 
Climate Change. 

It’s not just a faster rate, 


but at a faster pace, like a 
car on a highway “jamming 
on the accelerator,” said the 
study’s lead author, Asbury 
Sallenger Jr., an oceanog¬ 
rapher at the agency. He 
looked at sea levels starting 
in 1950, and noticed a 
change beginning in 1990. 

Since then, sea levels 
have gone up globally about 
five centimetres. But in 
Norfolk, Va., where officials 
are scrambling to fight more 
frequent flooding, sea level 
has jumped a total of 12.19 
centimetres, the research 
showed. For Philadelphia, 
levels went up 9.4 centi¬ 
metres, and in New York 
City, it was 7.11 centimetres. 

By 2100, scientists and 
computer models estimate 
that sea levels globally could 
rise as much as 1.01 metres. 
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Paraguay. Lugo denounces 
ouster as president, asks 
backers to keep peace 


Fernando Lugo emerged early 
Sunday to denounce his oust¬ 
er as Paraguay’s president as 
a “parliamentary coup” and a 
“foreordained sentence” that 
was not based on proper evi¬ 
dence. 

Lugo said his truncated 
presidency was targeted be¬ 
cause he tried to help the 
South American nation’s 
poor majority. Asked whether 
he had any hope of retaking 
office, Lugo exhorted his fol¬ 
lowers to remain peaceful but 
suggested that national and 
international clamour could 
lead Paraguayan lawmakers 
to reverse his impeachment. 

“In politics, anything is 
possible,” said Lugo, who 
termed the Senate’s sudden 
vote to remove him a coup by 
political trial. 

He also said that Roman 
Catholic bishops visited him 
before Friday’s Senate trial 
for alleged poor performance 
of duties, and he agreed to ac¬ 
cept the outcome of a process 
he considered illegitimate 
only to avoid bloodshed.

Alleged church 
bomber dies, now 
hailed as a martyr 


A top radical Islamist sect 
member blamed for a deadly 
Christmas Day church bomb¬ 
ing in Nigeria has been killed 
by security forces, says the 
sect, which demonstrated in 
a prison break Sunday that 
his death has not affected its 
ability to keep fighting. 


A statement attributed 
to the Boko Haram sect and 
obtained Sunday by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press said the group is 
happy about Habibu Bama’s 
“martyrdom.” 

Bama, a former soldier, 
died after sustaining injuries 
from a gun battle between 


security forces and the sect 
in the northeastern city of 
Damaturu earlier this week, 
Nigeria’s State Security Ser¬ 
vice said. 

The battle occurred from 
Monday to Tuesday as author¬ 
ities fought back against the 
sect that struck six churches, 


five primary schools, a police 
station and a police outpost, 
authorities said. 

Bama had been declared 
wanted in connection with 
the Dec. 25 bombing of St. 
Theresa Catholic Church in 
the town of Madalla, just 
outside of the capital, Abuja, 


killing at least 44 people. 

Officials also believe he 
was involved in a federal 
police headquarters bomb¬ 
ing last June and the United 
Nations headquarters suicide 
car bombing in Abuja last 
August that killed 25 people.

NATO Ambassadors to 
mull response after 
Syria shoots down jet 


NATO ambassadors will discuss 
this week whether to respond 
to Syria’s downing of a Turk¬ 
ish jet in what Turkey insists 
was international airspace, al¬ 
though the likelihood of any 
military action by the alliance 
is low. The plane’s downing 
has further hiked regional 
tensions over the conflict in 
Syria, where some 40 people 
were said to have died Sunday 
in new clashes between rebels 
and regime forces. 

The jet’s wreckage was 
found in the Mediterranean 
at a depth of 1,300 metres, 
Turkish state media reported 
Sunday. The two pilots remain 
unaccounted for. 

Turkish Foreign Minister 
Ahmet Davutoglu said the jet 
was on a training flight to test 
Turkey’s radar capabilities, 
not spying on Syria. He said 
the plane mistakenly strayed 
into Syrian airspace Friday, but 
was quickly warned to leave by 
Turkish authorities and was a 
mile inside international air¬ 
space when it was shot down 
off the coast of Latakia. 

Syria insisted Saturday that 
the shooting was “not an at¬ 
tack” and that the aircraft had 
violated its airspace. But Turk¬ 
ish authorities say Syria didn’t 
warn the Turkish plane nor 
send its own jets to confront it.

Sudan security 
forces crack down 
on protesters 

Sudanese security forces 
used tear gas to break up 
anti-regime demonstrations 
in Khartoum on Sunday, op¬ 
position figures said, as the 
government vowed to press 
ahead with economic auster¬ 
ity measures that set off a 
wave of unrest last weekend. 

In messages broadcast by 
the Sudanese state media, 
the regime threatened

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Rescue team looks 
for victims in mall 
after roof collapse 


Ontario. Police 
hindered in search by 
unsafe conditions 


At least two people were 
trapped in a labyrinth of twist¬ 
ed metal and heavy concrete 
slabs as crews worked around 
the clock to stabilize the scene 
of a roof collapse at a mall in 
the northern Ontario city of El¬ 
liot Lake on Sunday. 

Officials suspect one of 
those imprisoned “could be a 
casualty,” but they said it would 
take until early Monday mor¬ 
ning before the structure was 
deemed safe enough for search 
and rescue teams to go in. 

Ontario Provincial Police 
said images of the Algo Centre 
Mall’s partially collapsed roof, 
which also served as a parking 
lot, showed a hand and a foot 
in the dusty debris. 

“We have obtained some 
visual information relating to 
a visual of a hand and a foot, 


which is our grounds for the 
suspected casualty in this case. 
We cannot confirm the iden¬ 
tity,” said provincial police Insp. 
Percy Jollymore. 

“The location is such that 
we cannot approach it at this 
time.” 

Officials also said they heard 
some taps coming from behind 
fallen slabs of concrete and 
metal. 

“Some of our search mem¬ 
bers this morning heard a 
couple of taps,” said Bill Nee¬ 
dles, a spokesman from the 
Heavy Urban Search and Res¬ 
cue team, which travelled from 
Toronto. 

“They called for a quick si¬ 
lence on the site and there was 
a couple more taps. That was an 
indication to us that we were 
dealing with a rescue,” he said. 

“We then turned our whole 
efforts towards frying to locate 
this individual. There was no 
verbal, there was no sight, we 
have no idea if it’s male, female, 
what age, it was just a tap.” 

Needles said crews drilled 


through a wall in an attempt 
to locate the victim but weren’t 
able to find anyone. At that 
point crews found the site was 
too unstable to send in rescue 
workers. 

The operation is still a res¬ 
cue mission, though, and offi¬ 
cials said they’re still hoping to 
find people alive. 

“We’re believing that 
they’re still there and still 
alive,” Needles said. 

Police said at least nine 
people remained unaccounted 
for, but insisted that number 
was fluctuating as some of 
those reported as missing had 
been located and others —who 
hadn’t been heard from — 
were added to the list. 

“The problem with this is 
there’s no precise science, we 
don’t know who was in the 
mall when it collapsed,” said 
Jollymore. “We won’t stop until 
the list has been satisfied.” 

The roof of the mall came 
crashing down through two 
floors just before 2:30 p.m. on

A settlement announced Sun¬ 
day will bring $405 million to 
victims of Bernard Madoff’s 
historic investment scam, the 
New York state attorney gen¬ 
eral said. 

The clients of hedge fund 
manager J. Ezra Merlcin will 
receive $405 million, and 
New York state will get $5 
million to cover the cost of 
the settlement worked out by 
Attorney General Eric Schnei- 
derman. 

The victims include New 
York Law School, Bard Col¬ 
lege, Harlem Children’s Zone, 
Homes for the Homeless and 
the Metropolitan Council on 


Jewish Poverty. 

Schneiderman called the 
agreement “a victory for jus¬ 
tice and accountability.” 

“Many New Yorkers en¬ 
trusted their investments to 
Mr. Merlcin, who then steered 
the money to Madoff while 
receiving millions of dollars 
in management and incen¬ 
tive fees,” Schneiderman 
said. “By holding Mr. Merlcin 
accountable, this settlement 
will help bring justice for the 
people and institutions that 
lost millions of dollars.” 

Merlcin’s attorney, Andrew 
J. Levander, didn’t immedi¬ 
ately respond to a request for 


comment Sunday. 

Merlcin had managed in¬ 
vestments for hundreds of 
investors in four funds: Ariel 
Fund Ltd., Gabriel Capital L.P., 
Ascot Fund Ltd. and Ascot 
Partners L.P. Schneiderman 
said many of the investors are 
New York residents and char¬ 
itable organizations. Many 
of them requested not to be 
identified.

Oversight. Feds reject 
economist’s anti-crisis plan

well during the 2008-09 
global meltdown, but may 
be blind to the next financial 
disaster — and the country 
should not become compla¬ 
cent because of past success. 

A Feb. 22 memo to Harper 
shows the suggestion was

There is some tension this par¬ 
ticular Thursday afternoon in 
May on the Toronto set of Lost 
Girl, but happily it is all of a fic¬ 
tional nature. Our heroine, Bo, 
who has been injured and look¬ 
ing none-too-well, is having a 
difficult time trying to convince 
her crime-fighting allies that 
they need to change strategy 
when it comes to catching the 
baddie of the week. 


She finally succeeds in persuad¬ 
ing her ex-lover and police de¬ 
tective Dyson to go along with 
her plan, much to the chagrin 
of his colleague. 

“Cut! That was great,” says 
director Ron Murphy. 

This above scene is from one 
of the hit supernatural show’s 
third season episodes. For those 
unfamiliar with Lost Girl, the 
series follows the adventures of 
Bo, a Succubus (a supernatural 
being who feeds off the sexual 
energy of others) and mem¬ 
ber of a race of uber-humans 
known as Fae. 

Having walked in Bo’s leath¬ 
er boots for two seasons and 
now a third, actress Anna Silk 
is a perfect fit for the role, even 
though she initially had some 
doubts about the project. 

“When I originally re¬ 
ceived the (pilot) script, I read 
the tagline for it, which was 


something like, ‘Supernatural 
sex creature who needs sex to 
survive,’ and I thought, ‘Yeah, 
right. What the heck is this?’ 
recalls Silk. “Then, however, I 
read the script, which was writ¬ 
ten by (series creator/executive 
producer) Michelle Lovretta, 
and discovered that she wrote 
this really complex, cool, fe¬ 
male lead character who is a 
sexual creature but in the most 
vulnerable sort of way.” 

Although it aired halfway 
through the show’s first season, 
episode eight was, in fact, Lost 
Girl’s pilot episode and the first 
thing ever filmed for the series.

Prior to Lost Girl, Silk 
appeared in a number of made- 
for-TV movies as well as guest- 
starred on such series Mutant 
X, Missing, Angela’s Eyes, ‘Til 
Death Do Us Part and Ghost 
Whisperer. Of all her small 
screen roles, two remain espe¬ 
cially memorable to the actress. 

“I really loved the way that 
they wrote my character of 
Cassidy on (the TV show) Being 
Erica,” she says. “She turned 
out to be a veiy popular char¬ 
acter and I enjoyed the real 
relationship that they created 
between Erica (Erin Karpiuk) 
and Cassidy. 


“Honestly, I’ve been for¬ 
tunate enough so far to do a 
number of really cool things 
as an actress, including Bo ...

Modern makeover. 

New movie princesses 
want more than a 
prince; they want 
independence 


For modem movie princesses, 
looking pretty and marrying a 
prince aren’t enough. 

Take Mirror Mirror, where 
Snow White rescues her prince 
from an evil spell, or Snow 
White and the Huntsman, 
where she becomes the hunter 
who avenges her father, mar¬ 
ries none of her suitors and 
confidently mns her kingdom 
alone. 

Further upending the Cin¬ 
derella syndrome at a theatre 
near you this weekend is Pix- 
ar’s first-ever female protagon¬ 
ist, the feisty Scottish Princess 
Merida of Brave, who demands 
to forge her own independent 
future. She’s also a far better 
shot than any of her would-be 
princes. 

This new breed of big- 
screen princess not only re¬ 
flects the independence — and 
athleticism — of young women 
today, but also Hollywood’s 
increasing willingness to tell 
their stories. 

The success of Bridesmaids, 
The Girl With the Dragon Tat¬ 
too and The Hunger Games 
showed us that audiences re¬ 
spond to well-drawn heroes, 
regardless of their gender, thus 
setting the stage for the classic 
literary convention of the prin¬ 
cess to get a modem makeover. 


“It is time for a new para¬ 
digm,” said Brave producer 
Katherine Sarafian. “We’ve got 
an opportunity to make more 
characters that are relatable to 
modem girls” and audiences at 
large. 

These empowered young 
princesses point to a gradual 
undoing of the so-called Cin¬ 
derella syndrome or Cinderella 
complex, a theoiy developed in 
the early 1980s that says that, 
like Cinderella, many women 
seek something external — 
such as a rich and handsome 
prince — to change their lives 


and harbour a deep desire for 
dependence. 

“It’s not enough for women 
in the 21st century just to sit 
around and wait and be pretty,” 
said Karen Stemheimer, a pro¬ 
fessor of sociology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. 

“An empowered heroine en¬ 
countering a challenge reflects 
the whole mythology of indi¬ 
vidualism. What’s new is the 
means of achieving success. 
It used to be through beauty 
or marriage only. That hasn’t 
gone away, but now it can also 
be through a skill or encoun¬ 


tering a challenge that trad¬ 
itionally we’ve heard in stories 
about men.” 

In developing Princess Me¬ 
rida’s story in Brave, Pixar writ¬ 
ers and artists thought more 
about character than gender, 
Sarafian said. They considered 
Merida’s motivations, her frus¬ 
trations and what makes her 
brave. 

“If you focus on her being a 
girl, it’s easy to get stuck in the 
trappings and mles and what 
a princess movie dictates,” the 
producer said. “We strip out 
gender, princess, fairy tale and

just focus on character.” 

Merida, voiced by Kelly Mac¬ 
donald, is a headstrong teen¬ 
ager in 12th century Scotland 
with a mane of fiery red curls 
and a temperament to match. 
Though her mother lovingly 
prepares her for her royal role, 
the young princess is more 
interested in sword fighting, 
archery and riding her horse 
through the forest. When she 
blatantly defies an ancient 
tradition, she jeopardizes the 
future of her family and the 
kingdom. 

“The story is not about the 
circumstances surrounding 
her,” Sarafian said. “She makes 
the core decision that throws 
things off.... and it’s not some¬ 
thing else really saving her. 
Even though there is a little 
magic in the story, she is really 
the driving force.” 

And she does it all in a dress. 

“Merida is not trying to pass 
herself off as anything other 
than a girl,” the producer said. 
“She just wants to be her own 
person.”

New books 
aim to suss out the science 
of home cooking 
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Summer perfect salad 


Like many summer favour¬ 
ites, chicken salad has all 
the makings of a refresh¬ 
ing, light meal... except for 
all that mayonnaise. 

An easy way to lighten 
it up is to switch it out for 
our favourite creamy substi¬ 
tute, non-fat plain Greek yo¬ 
gurt. We also opted to grill 
the chicken, an easy way to 
pump up the flavour while 
adding virtually no fat. 

For this recipe, we fresh¬ 
ened up our salad by adding 
some berbere, an Ethiopian 
spice blend that can feature 
any number of seasonings, 
but often includes ginger, 
cardamom, garlic, cumin 
and chilies. If you can’t find 
it or you prefer something 
a little more tame, switch it 
out for another spice blend, 
such as curry powder or 
Italian seasoning. 

For even more flavour 
and some textural contrast, 
we added chopped Peppa- 
dew peppers. You usually 
can find these alongside the 
olives at the grocer. Cherry 
peppers also would work. 
After some chopped fennel 
bulb, a handful of toasted 
almonds and some grapes, 
we were finished. 

We like to serve this 
salad stuffed in whole¬ 
wheat pita pockets with 


salad greens, but you also 
could spoon it over a bed of 
greens for a hearty salad. 

1. Heat the grill to medium- 
high. 

2. Place the chicken 
breasts between sheets of 
plastic wrap. Using a meat 
mallet or rolling pin, pound 
the meat to an even 1/2 inch 
thickness. Season with salt 
and black pepper. 

3. Soak a crumpled paper 
towel with the oil. Clasping 
the paper towel with tongs, 
oil the grates of the grill. 
Grill the chicken breasts 
for 4 minutes per side, or 
until the chicken is cooked 
through and reaches 165 F. 
Set aside to cool, then cut 
into small chunks. 

4. In a large bowl, combine 
the berbere with the yogurt, 
Peppadew peppers, fennel, 
grapes, almonds and the 
cooled chopped chicken. 
Mix well, then season with 
salt and pepper. 

5. Fill each pita pocket 
with a quarter of the salad 
greens, then spoon some 
of the chicken salad into it.

That’s the record-setting 
result of Shell Canada’s 
Smarter Driver Challenge, 
where a team of drivers spent 
last week making the most 
fuel-efficient cross-continent 
drive on record. 

“Saving fuel saves you 
money, saves you stress, and 
is a safer way to drive,” says 
Lindsey McAndrews, a com¬ 
munications rep for Shell. 

“Fuel efficiency is now the 
number-one concern of Can¬ 
adian car-buyers. It’s what 
people go into dealerships 
and ask for the most.” 

The drive was the brain¬ 
child of John and Helen Tay¬ 
lor, who have earned a global 
reputation as the world’s 
most fuel-efficient couple. 
After arriving In Vancouver 


on Friday, they now hold 93 
different world records for 
covering more distance on 
less gas. 

The Taylor’s team of 
drivers included Alex Debo- 
gorslci of TV’s Ice Road Truck¬ 
ers and officials from such 


environmental watchdogs 
as Pollution Probe and the 
Pembina Institute. 

Driving a well-tuned 2012 
Volkswagen Passat, they 
needed only 5.59 litres of 
regular gas to cover each 100 
1cm. The total fuel bill, Atlan¬ 


tic to Pacific? Just $453. 

There was no special 
equipment involved. Just 
good maintenance, and a few 
canny driving tips. 

“Don’t speed,” McAndrews 
says. “You lose 22 per cent of 
your fuel economy between 


100 and 110 lcm/hour. Use 
really steady, gentle pressure 
on the gas pedal. Leave a nice 
space cushion between your¬ 
self and the car in front of 
you, so it’s safer driving.” 

Leaving space in front 
means you don’t have to use

your brakes nearly as often. 
And that leads to significant 
fuel savings, as well. 

“With almost no practice, 
the average person can see a 
10-per-cent improvement in 
their fuel efficiency, just by 
being conscious of not be¬ 
ing a lead-foot.

There are other, more 
subtle benefits as well.

In defence of the trimester... 

Stuart J. Iipper is the dean of 
the graduate school of business 
administration at Fordham Uni¬ 
versity in New York City. 

How did Fordham arrive at a 
trimester system? 

The MBA has always been the 
largest master’s program at 
Fordham, and it was largely a 
part-time program. We wanted 
to make it as flexible as possible 
for people that had to work. But 
we’re not keeping it because 
‘this is the way it’s always been 
done.’ Current students like the 
flexibility. 

What are the drawbacks? 

It makes the jobs of administra¬ 
tors a bit crazy. It can be hectic 
for students, too: Sometimes 
the semester ends on Friday 
and the new one starts on 


Monday There’s not a lot of 
downtime. 

But you also complete the 
degree faster. 


That’s the ultimate goal. Full¬ 
time students can usually go 
through a program reasonably 
quickly But in this program, 
part-time students can finish in 


three years. 

In defence of the semester... 

Kate Lehman is the assistant 


dean for student success at 
Otterbein University in West¬ 
erville, Ohio. 

How did Otterbein University 
arrive at a semester system? 

We just switched from trimes¬ 
ters to semesters. We are pla¬ 
cing an emphasis on experi¬ 
ential education — learning 
through real-world situations. 
Our faculty felt that semes¬ 
ters were better suited to this 
due to the extended time in a 
term. 

What are the drawbacks? 

Some students like a shorter 
term so they can experience 
more topics over time. The 
sheer number of classes is 
fewer when you have fewer 
terms. 

Do trimesters work better for 
grad students, because they 
are typically more interested 
in finishing sooner?

When Mark de Jonge took 
a leave of absence from his 
job as a civil engineer al¬ 
most two years ago, his plan 
was to qualify for the 2012 
Summer Olympics. On Sun¬ 
day, he executed that plan. 

The 28-year-old kayaker 
from Halifax won his second 
straight K-l 200-metre race 
at the final set of Canadian 
Olympic sprint trials in 
Montreal, posting a scorch¬ 
ing time of 33.804 seconds 
to clinch his spot in London. 

De Jonge made un¬ 


successful bids for the 2004 
and 2008 Olympics in other 
kayak disciplines before 
switching to the 200 — a 
new distance at this year’s 
Games — and focusing sole¬ 
ly on training. 

“Everything just fell 
into place,” said de Jonge, 
who is employed at Stantec 
Consulting. “I’m just really 
happy that although I did 
make these sacrifices, they 
were all worth it.” 

De Jonge hadn’t raced 
competitively after break¬ 
ing his finger while training 
in April, so he wasn’t sure 
what to expect this week¬ 
end. Needing to win two out 
of three races in Montreal, 
de Jonge topped a nine-boat 
field on Saturday in 35.89 
seconds and then defeated 
Richard Dober Jr. of Trois- 
Rivieres, Que., in Sunday’s 
one-on-one race-off. 

“It was really hard be¬ 
cause I didn’t know where I

Italy claims the spoils on penalties 


Euro 2012. Another 
penalty shootout loss 
for England at a major 
tournament 


After two hours of clever, often 
dominating but in the end 
fruitless play, Italy found the 
answer against England. 

Penalty lacks. 

Alessandro Diamanti 
scored the decisive kick Sun¬ 
day to send Italy through to 
the European Championship 
semifinals with a 4-2 win in 
the shootout following a 0-0 tie 
with England. 

Italy will next play Ger¬ 
many in the semifinals on 


Thursday in Warsaw, Poland. 
Defending champion Spain 
plays Portugal on Wednesday 
in Donetsk, Ukraine. 

“We deserved this victory,” 
Diamanti said. “The penalties 
rewarded our dominance dur¬ 
ing the match. It’s only fair, 
we played a great match and 
battled from the first to the 
last minute.” 

But not until penalties by 
Mario Balotelli, Andrea Pirlo 
— with an audacious slow 
chip-shot down the middle of 
the goal — and Antonio Noc- 
erino did the Azzurri find the 
net. Steven Gerrard and Wayne 
Rooney scored England’s pen¬ 
alties. 

The difference: Ashley 
Young hit the crossbar with

England’s third, and Ashley 
Cole’s attempt was saved by 
Gianluigi Buffon. 

For England, it was yet an¬ 
other exit from a major tour¬ 
nament in the quarter-finals 
after a penalty shootout. Eng¬ 


land lost to Portugal in the 
same manner at Euro 2004 and 
the 2006 World Cup. 

England briefly led the 
shootout after Riccardo Mon- 
tolivo missed Italy’s second 
penalty. His shot went wide 
of Joe Hart’s right post as the 
England goalkeeper guessed 
correctly. 

Rooney then sent Buffon 
the wrong way, firing in his 
spot kick to the keeper’s right 
to give England a 2-1 lead. 

The momentum shifted 
after Pirlo’s bold piece of skill 
levelled it 2-2. 

“We have done the country 
proud, but again we go home 
with heartbreak and it’s dif¬ 
ficult to take,” said Gerrard, 
who played in two previous 


shootout losses. 

The match ended 0-0 after 
120 minutes of play. The Ital¬ 
ians twice hit the post, but 
were also let down by poor 
composure in front of the net. 
The first scoreless match at 
Euro 2012 was neither dull nor 
lacking good soccer. 

Italy’s attacking desire and 
creativity under coach Cesare 
Prandelli had playmaker Pirlo 
at its heart. Italy had 35 shots, 
compared to only nine for Eng¬ 
land. 

An intriguing match almost 
demanded that Balotelli take 
centre stage. The Italy forward 
ran clear in the 25th, but hesi¬ 
tated and allowed John Terry 
to block his chipped shot.
